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ORGANIZATION and HISTORY of 
GRACE M. E. CHURCH 


The first move toward the establishment of a second 
Methodist organization in Santa Monica took place 
November 10th, 1908, when, after discussion by the 
Sunday School Board of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Brother T. O. Sanderson was appointed 
a committee of one to ascertain if there were a suit- 
able building near Twentieth and Oregon Ave. (now 
Santa Monica Blvd.) for the establishment of a branch 
Sunday School. At a meeting of the Sunday School 
Board in January, 1909, Brother Sanderson reported 
that there was no available building and that about 
one hundred dollars would be necessary to erect same, 
which he thought: could without trouble be collected 
from the residents of the community in which the new 
Sunday School was to be established. At this meeting 
Mrs. George Little was appointed a second member 
of the committee to assist in further investigating the 
matter. At the next session of the Board the com- 
mittee made a favorable report and T. O. Sanderson 
offered a resolution for the organization of a branch 
Sunday School and also a Church. The motion for 
the establishment of a second Church was laid on the 
table while the motion for the organization of a 
Sunday School was adopted. At the Sunday School 
Board meeting held July 13, 1909, Rev. Edward 
Vaughn, the pastor of First Church, made a further 
report. upon the Mission Sunday School and the

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Board approved the plan of establishing it in a tent 
contributed by Brother Vaughn to be placed upon a 
lot offered for this purpose by S. W. Odell, the loi 
being situated upon the east side of Nineteenth Street, 
just off of Santa Monica Blvd., and opposite T. O. 
Sanderson’s residence. Brother T. O. Sanderson 
agreed to supply lumber and labor in making the seats. 
It was planned to start the school about July 25th, 
the sessions to be held at 3 p.m. each Sunday. The 
Sunday School actually started on Sunday, August 
1st, 1909, with a membership of about fifty-five. Rev. 
Vaughn organized the Sunday School and T. O. San- 
derson was elected as its first Superintendent and 
Miss Grace Tooker, our Postmistress, was elected as 
the first Secretary and Treasurer, while J. F. Tooker, 
William Myers, Mrs. S. G. Selby, Mrs. Belle Mariner, 
and Mrs. T. O. Sanderson were elected as teachers. 
Soon a Church service followed the Sunday School. 
At the Fourth Quarterly Conference of the First 
M. E. Church with Dr. A. W. Adkinson, the District 
Superintendent, being present, the proposition of es- 
tablishing a new Church was again brought up and 
upon motion of T. O. Sanderson, seconded by W. A. 
Moody, was unanimously adopted. 


At the Conference session of 1909, Dr. Adkinson, 
District Superintendent, of the Los Angeles District, 
of which Santa Monica was then a part, reported the 
East Santa Monica Church as a new charge to be 
supplied. Following the Conference session Ray Wil- 
ling Smith, then a student, was appointed as supply 
pastor and served only until the end of the calendar 
year. The actual organization of the new society as 
a Church took place on Friday, December 3rd, 1909, 
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JUST TWO KINDS of PEOPLE.

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at a Quarterly Conference over which Rey. Edward 
Vaughn was requested to preside and Laura Jackson 
was elected as Secretary. It was voted to incorporate 
as the East Santa Monica Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and T. O. Sanderson, W. L. Myers, M. E. 
Ebersole, John F. Tooker, and F. L. Powers were 
elected as the first Trustees. Around the first of the 
year Rey. J. P. Livoni was appointed by Francis M. 
Larkin, the new District Superintendent, as pastor to 
succeed Ray Willing Smith. The articles of incorpo- 
ration were received January 10th, 1910, and the fol- 
lowing were charter members of the new organiza- 
tion: John F. Tooker, Grace Tooker, W. L. Myers, 
Moses Ebersole, Mrs. W. L. Myers, Mary Carson, 
Eliza Schubert, T. O. Sanderson, Mrs. T. O. Sander- 
son, Mrs. Belle Mariner, Mrs. Mason Jackson, Laura 
Jackson, Mrs. Caroline Place, Mrs. S. G. Selby, Mrs. 
Blanche Lockwood, Mrs. Moses Ebersole, Frank E. 
Powers, and Mrs. Frank E. Powers. A Ladies’ Aid 
was soon organized, of which Mrs. T. O. Sanderson 
was the first- President and Mrs. Belle Mariner, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer. An Epworth League was also 
organized with Miss Grace Tooker as President. Led 
by the zeal and practical experience of the new pastor 
as a builder, a lot was soon purchased of Thomas 
Crane on the southeast corner of Nineteenth and 
Arizona, and an attractive little chapel was built there- 
on and paid for. Brother Livoni, the pastor, reported 
nearly a thousand dollars at Conference time as hav- 
ing been raised and spent for these improvements. 
The Church membership was reported as thirty-one, 
an enrollment of one hundred in the Sunday School, 
with eleven teachers and officers, together with a

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League membership of twenty. Brother Livoni was 
returned at Conference time and served for another 
year. At the Conference of September, 1911, the 
Church was left to be supplied. 


Rey. N. F. Sanderson was appointed supply pastor 
and reported at the following Conference an increase 
of forty-six members and approximately $400 spent 
on improvements, which had been expended for addi- 
tional Sunday School rooms. At this Conference Rev. 
A. A. Burge was appointed as pastor and served for 
two years, reporting at the close of his pastorate a 
Church membership of one hundred and six and a 
Sunday School enrollment of one hundred and eighty- 
five. W. B. Cole succeeded him as pastor and served 
for one year, during which there was an increase of 
over one hundred in the Sunday School and the 
building was remodelled-and enlarged. 


Rev. John Gabrielson was appointed as pastor in 
1915 and reappointed 1916. At the Conference ses- 
sion of 1916 the Long Beach District was organized 
with the Santa Monica Churches as a part of it, and 
Dr. E. J. Inwood appointed as the new District Super- 
intendent. Rev. Gabrielson was succeeded by Rev. 
Will Schubert, now a missionary in China, for one 
year, who was in turn followed for one year by Rey. 
C. F. Beller. During the pastorates of Gabrielson, 
Schubert, and Beller, there was a decline in Sunday 
School attendance, as well as Church membership, 
due mainly to the removal of people from Santa 
Monica, due to the scarcity of work. During Brother 
Beller’s pastorate conditions were most discouraging, 
as times were hard, the war was on, and the flu 
was rampant. The Sunday School was closed for 
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WHY GO TO CHURCH? 


The outstanding answer to this question is plain. 
We go to church that we may worship God. We may 
meet pleasant people, we may hear a good sermon, 
but these are secondary reasons. Even if we do not 
like the people and if the sermon and the music were 
not so good, we would still need to go to church. For 
worship we must, if we do not lose our souls.

a period of six weeks and many stayed away for’ 
months after, and but for the optimism and 
courage of the pastor, the work might have been 
surrendered. At the close of his pastorate the Church 
membership had decreased to fifty-eight. In October, 
1919, Warren C. McIntire was appointed as pastor 
and served for five years. During the first year of 
his pastorate a parsonage lot was purchased on Twen- 
tieth Street and an old house moved on to it and re- 
modelled into a parsonage worth about $4000. Dur- 
ing the second year a social hall was built on Arizona 
Avenue to the rear of the Church building, which 
was later remodelled into the present parsonage at 
1914 Arizona, upon the sale of the old parsonage to 
Brother and Sister McKinney. During his pastorate 
our present Church building (the old McKinley 
school) was acquired from the Board of Education 
and dedicated July 15th, 1923. About $5000 was spent 
in remodelling and the name was changed to the 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church. At the close of 
his pastorate conditions were again upon the upgrade 
and Brother McIntire reported 256 members. He was 
succeeded in 1924 by Dr. Harcourt W.- Peck, who 
served but for one year and was succeeded in turn by 
Dr. Ralph W. Lee, who served also for one year, 
reporting at the close of his pastorate 292 members. 
Dr. Lee was succeeded in turn by Rev.. Thomas L. 
Burden, who served also for one year, being trans- 
ferred at the last session of the Annual Conference 
to the pastorate of the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Inglewood. At that time Rev. H. B. Sel- 
lers, the present pastor, was appointed.

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Brief History of the Merger 


At the first Quarterly Conference, January 25th, 
1928, of the First Methodist Episcopal Church, corner 
Fourth and Arizona, with Dr. Alfred G. Hughes pre- 
siding, Rev. J. T. Steffy, a retired pastor, and former 
member of the Pittsburg Conference, suggested the 
advisability of merging the two local Methodist 
Churches in the interest of greater efficiency in the 
building of the Kingdom. A motion was introduced 
by Rev. Steffy to the effect that a committee of five 
be appointed by the Quarterly Conference to appear 
before the Quarterly Conference of the Grace Method- 
ist Episcopal Church the following Friday evening re- 
questing their Quarterly Conference to appoint a like 
committee to carefully consider the matter of merginy 
and to report later to a joint Quarterly Conference 
called to consider the matter of their report. After 
a discussion the motion-was unanimously carried and 
Walter Armacost, George R. McIntire, C. E. Sander- 
son, E. F. Mills, and Alfred Edgerly were appointed 
‘to represent First M. E. Church, with Brother Steffy 
‘as member ex-officio. At the meeting of the Grace 
Church First Quarterly Conference, held January 27th, 
W.: Eugene. Lacy,, Witham H. Hey, R. N. H. Me- 
Adams, William C. Montgomery, Mrs. V. M. Phillips, 
and Mrs. Laura McKinney were appointed to repre- 
sent the Grace Church. After investigating the mat- 
ter this joint committee voted unanimously to recom- 
mend a merger of the two Churches. Accordingly, 
Dr. Hughes called a special Quarterly Conference of 
the Grace Church members, April 5th, to consider 
the matter of the committee report, which, after dis- 
cussion, was accepted with but one dissenting vote. 
At a special Quarterly Conference of the First M. E. 
Church, held the following evening, the Quarterly 
Conference voted unanimously to accept the commit- 
tee’s report.
